Bismarck knew they would. Hence the article 
making it next to impossible to amend the consti 
tution. 

1 in gutocracy's democratic 
may satisfy the great bulk of the German e 
The democratic minded Germans have pretty 
largely emigrated to America since. 1848. The 
great bulk of the German. people has been content 
with this government by camouflage until unrest 
set in because of hunger and casualty lists and 
the failure to end the war quickly. The Russian 
revolution, at least in its early stages, increased 
the unrest. But there has been no uprising of the 
German against despotism. There hag 
been no spirited, determined, widespread demand 
by the German people for democracy.

Cabbage Stock Soup. . 


Greens served in some way, shape, 
or manner should have a place in ev- 
everybody’ & diet every day. Tear in 
and year out, cabbage is the least ex. 


Ypensive of greens, and on the whole 
most widely acceptable. If we eat of 


its mild and soothing bulk we can’ dis- 


pense with the glassy bran. If we do 


not waste the elements in it that are 
soluble we insure ourselves against 
anemia, and partly or wholly against 
acid troubles. 

By eating it we are pn the new 
fourth commandment, and maybe the 
third, while it is also highly important 
that we should obey the second, “ Cook 
it with care,” or we shall lose the most 
precious part of the cabbage. And let 
us not. worry about its being slow to 
digest. Do you realize, what would. 
happen to your blood if all food taken 


into the stomach were digested at the 


same minute? It could not stand the 
flood. Properly cooked cabbage ‘will 
be digested in its own proper time, and 
also furnish perfectly safe roughage.
